The General Conference of tbe Metho¬

dist Episcopal Church will be held in Cin¬
cinnati in May next, and among other
important questious which will ongage
the attention of the body will be the ex¬

tension of the threo years' term of minis¬
terial service. Tho question has hereto¬
fore been discussed freely by eminent
divinos, and many articles have been
written on tho subject. A number of

Pittsburgh ministers have been interview¬
ed, and they express themselves as fol¬
lows:

Dr. Ramsey, pastor of Christ M. E.
Church, favors the tension of the term
of service, but woula not make it indefin¬
ite. An extension to about five years
would aerve all purposes. There are many
advantages of tho itinerant system which
must not be overlooked. 'Iho itineracy
provides all churches with pastors, aud
all pastors with fields of labor.
In other denomiuations many of the

churches have no settled pastors, enjoying
only transient preaching. On the otker
haud there arc many pastors that have no

churches, and while they are willing to
preach are compelled to loso much time
in idleness.

Dr. Perching, President 01 me ruts-

burgh Female College, is decidedly op-
posed" lo nay change /roin tho present
system. Ho suid that John Wesley had
expressed himself strongly that he could
preach acceptably only two yoara to the
same people, and if a minister with his
talents and learning frit hlmsell incapable
of supplying tho satno pulpit any longer
than two yean, the majority of ministers
of the present day, with the growing in-
iclligence of our csngrogations, cannot

preach acceptably in the same church an
indefinite period. Now, if thelerm were
extended to live or ton years, and a min¬
ister was changed after be had served
three years, everybody would inquire the*
cause, but with the three-year term as the
Jimit, the change creates no surpriso.

Dr. iNeabit favors an extension of the
term 01 service. Several other Methodist
ministers were of the opinion that the
movement to prolong tho term would fail
at tho next conference. One thing is
noticenble, and that is, that ministers who
generally fill tbp pulpits of the more un-1
preteutious churches generally opposo the
new movement, while divines who are

appointed or called to the wealthy and ii»
telligent churches favor an extension of
the term of service.
The sentiment of the laity is in favor of

a prolongation of tho term, as they desire
to rotain an eloquent minister whon they
have secured one; and on the other haUd,
if a minister does not come up to the' re¬

quirements, a change can bo made in a I
abort time under any term.

A correspondent of the Cincinnati Com¬

mercial writing from Cadiz, Ohio, say% he
ntarviewed an "old time^therewho said:
Cadiz has also the honor of raining one

)f the mo8t celebrated divines, as well as

jne.of the most distinguished of cavalry
)ftloers, has she not?"
"Yes, Bishop Simpson lived in Cadiz

until he was about twenty-five years old.
He was educated by his uncle, Matthew
Simpson, who had a private academy for
boys, and it is to the careful and judicious
instruction of his uncle that the £reat
Bishop owes his well iound«#l education.
His uncle was a remarkable man. He was

a man ofstrong character, groat will powor
and splendid accomplishments, and pre¬
sided over, perhaps, one of the best pri-
vate academies in the country. He de¬
frayed, out of his o*n pocket, Unneces¬
sary expense of young Simpson's raising,
ana placed him on theThigh road to fame.
So great had become his cultivation, that
when he was about twenty-five he was
offered a chair in Allegheny College, and-
1 think it was'the chair of natural sciences,
though upon this point I am not certain."
"What sort of an appearing boy wafc

he?"
"He was a big, overgrown, awkward fel¬

low, exceedingly timid, and one that serv¬
ed as the butt of ridicule and fun for his
associates. For a time ho attended the
public schools of Cadiz, and in going to
or coming from them ho would never go
up the public streets, but take the back
alleys. He was sensitive to his appear-1
once, and never cared to assert his true
manliness, of which he had a big stock,
but allowed his fellow-schoolmates to run
over him and to do as they pleased with
him."
"Bid he show an early religious inclina¬

tion?"
?Yes, when he was quite young he be¬

came an earnest and regular attendant 0/
church and Sunday schools, and partici¬
pated in the exercises more than any one

of his age. The first Methodist SundayI
school that was organized in Cadiz was or-1

ganged by Simpson, and it is in existence
to this day. He early studied for the min?,
istry, and whether admitted to the minis¬
try while at Cadiz I do not know, but any
way he used to frequently preach in the
country churches around there."
"Did he give much promise as a pulpit

orator?"
"Not much, though it is said that ho

was a logical talker, and possessed a great
fund of Information on the subjects that
he treated of from the pulpit, lie was a
hard student, and a close investigator,
and by the time he reached full mauhood
he was as well rounded a man as could bo
found. Instead of spending his time in
attending dauces, parties and picnics, ho
used his time in readingand thinking. He
lived apart from his associates, and was
considered a big, coarse, awkward, uncon¬

genial fellow, and it was only after he had'
ripened up that his old companionssaw
that they had been green, and he had been
smart" .

"Then he wasn't a ladies man ?"'
"Notinjhe society sense of the term.

He treated them as a man of his character1
would.generally, bat he was not hanging
on to their skirts and wasting time and
money in escorting them to entertain¬
ments, fairs and concerts. Ho worked as

though he had a big work to do in tills
world, and his success as a man has vindi¬
cated Ids wisdom as a boy. Yes, Cadiz
has raised two men, each of whom has
reached a high meridianjin glory and fame,
yet when boys they were perhaps more1
set down on than some of whoso names
never passed over the hills that sorround
that village."

It
true that six more were partially suc¬

cessful, but even including them, the
showing isdesperately bad fortheBtrikers.
It Is gratifying, however, to see that the
sixteen disagreements between employer
and employed that were amicably compro¬
mised on a basis of mutual conceaslon all
occurred In recent years. Here is actual
evidence that the most rational method of
establishing and maintaining harmonious
relatlon» between the two classes is gain¬
ing ground, and when it obtains as fully
as it should, strikes will be rare.
